own Revenues and prices of vicuals and houthold pro- 
viſions, five or fix to one more then it was when the 
Compoſitions for the Pourveyance was agreed upon 
inthe third or fourth year of the Reign of Queen E1;- 
zabeth, and lay the burden thereot only upon the King, 
make him to be as an Amorite or Stranger in our 
I{racl, and his own dominions, payirg anenhaunced and 
oppreſcing Rate and Intereſt tor food and provitions for 
himſelf ard his houſhold : and to receive his rents and 
other monies due nnto him after the o!drate, and bny 
at the new, take little more then fovr pexce inſtead of a 
ſhilling in every ſamme which is paid him, and pay 
twelve pence tor every greats worth which he hath occa- 
fionto buy, and drive or inforce him by buying all by 
the penny, and being left to the mercy of the Sellers 
to ſach a prejudiciall neceſsity or cuſtome as would cer- 
tainly undoe and rujine all the Nobilicy , Geatry, 
Clergy, Traceſmen, Mechanicks, and People of 
England, if they ſhould but imitate him, And would 
without the help of our SeRaties or Levellers, have 
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ere now deſtroyed and ruined the two famous Uni- 
verlities of Oxford and Cambridze, thoſe great Lights 
and Fountains of Learning in our Nation, and have 
brought their Towring Colledges Halls, and glorious 
Buildings into their Rubbidge,or little more then a ſto- 
ry ro calk of as Travellets ſometimes doo! the hereto- 
tore Univerſity or Publique School of Stamford, it the 
Act of Parliament in 18 £/;z, had not better proviced 
for chem, and ordained, that a third part of the rents 
of the Lands belonging unto them, ſhould be for ever 
referved and paid in Corn, Malc, and other Provifions 
at their eleRion, 

Or now to deny it him, whenas if he or his Father, 
or Royall Progenitors could have foreſeen any diſlike 
or complaining of ſuch an ancient and unqueſtionable 
Right of che Crown, he or they might by a reſtraine 
of cheir Bounties and Iadulgencies have made them- 
fclves not only ſavers, bur gainers by it, orreſerved 
more then that in their multituds of Grants and Fee- 
FarmeRents, 

And did never as Cromwell, that diflembling and 
devouring Hiena or Wolfe of the Evening, dig or teare 
up by the roots as many of our Lawsand Liberties as 
he could, upon a pretence of defending and pro- 
reing them, call our Magna Charts in the worſt Latin 
that ever Brewer or Engliſhman ſpake, Magna Fart, 
impriſon the Lawyers that pleaded for the Peo- 
ples liberties, and was ſo little ſenſible of rheir being 
tired or impoveriſhed with Taxes, as he could, when 
hewas lieurenant Generall of che Army of Reforming 
Harpies, give ſome Gentlemen of the County of Bed- 
ford, who complained of their heavy burdens, and che 


povetty of that County, no better an anſwer ot eaſe, 
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then that he would never believe they were nnable to pay 
Taxes as long 4s they conld whiſtle when they did drive 
their Plows and Carts, 

Nor did after the horrid Murder of his Father,and his 
own Exile and ſufferings by an almoſt ?wexty years 
Rebellioa of the grcateſt part of his Subjets, (grown 
rich with the plunder and ſpoyl of thoſe that adbzred 
unto him; and having deſtroyed the Sheep, can now 
as if they were innocent, appear in Sheeps clothing,) en- 
force thoſe that rebelled againſt him and his Royall Fa- 
ther tocompound,as King #3, did his Rebellious Peo- 
- ple (all burthe unhappy Robert Ferrers Extl of Derby, 
the Heirs of Simon de Monntfort Earl of Leiceſter, and 
ſome few othe:s) for their pardons or redemption _of 
their forteited Lands, by his Commiſion, or 4/Fum ds 
Kenelworth, according tothe nature of their ſeveral De- 
linquencies, ſo as the greateſt Fines ſhould nor exceed 
five years, 'and the loweſt not be leſs then two years of 
the then true yearly value of their Lands and Eftares, 
Neither as the Jate pretended Parliament and 0/;verian 
Tormentong of all that were good, did ina more ſevere 
manner, when they forfeited, and would not permit 
many of the Loyall Party at all to compound, and con- 
ſtrained the reſt to compound for a ſuppoſed fighting 
againſt the King, when tt was well known, that they 
did really fight, and ſuffer for him; made them to 
pay great and exceſſive Fines, ſome according to a 
third, and others a half of the fall yearly value of 
their Lands and Eſftatess and others in what arbi- 
trary way they pleaſed for their perſonal Eflates, 
and moneyes dueunto them « And after they had pro- 
ceeded fo farre in the ruining of them, and granted 
them a ſlender AR of Qblivion, choaked with a great 

many 
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many of Previſos, did upon the loyall Attempts of 
fore of them, to recall their King and Liberties, Dec;- 
mate, and make thoſe alſo that had not therein offend- 
ed their Mafterſbips of Sinand Rebellion, ropay and 
compound fora Tenth of their Eſtates, as if Loyalty had 
been afin, and like tar of Adams, the fiſt Inhabitanc in 
the world, been to be puniſhed inall che loyall Party, 

and their Generations, ſqueeſe their Eſtates, or require 
any Contributions, or Summes of money of them more 
then of all the Loyall Party, towardsthe payment of 
many hundred thouſand pounds fterling in Arrear, to 

themſelyes and the Souldiers which had been before 

imployed to ruine him, when afcer his moſt happy Re- 
ſtauration, he was contente: for the quiet and welfare 
of the Nacion to pay it out of his own Revenues & the 
publick and generall Contributions, 

- Nor didin his A@of Parliament fora penerall Patr- 
don and Indempnity inſert any Previſo for their good 
- adhzcing towards him and bis Royall Crown and dig- 

nity ; or compel them as is uſually donein caſes of Par- 
dons tor Felony or Manſlaughter to find Sureries for 
their better behav:our towards him and his People, 

Bur gave way unto his extraordinary mercy and 
compaſion to a People whoin the Career of their Sihs, 
Rebellion, and Rapine, could not find the way to pity 
theſad condition of their Souls, Bodies, and Eſtates, 
and in all that concerned the good and welfare of his 
People, was willing to imitate and remember chat Max- 
ime of his blefled father the Martyr, that the Peoples 
Liberties did ſtrengthen the Kings Prerogative, and that - 
the Kings prerogative ts to defend the Peoples Liberties ; 
And was lately heard to ſay, that he wonld wot, if Be 


might, be abſolute, or not refrained in many things bythe 
Laws . 
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Laws which he or his Royall Pregenitors had wade or 


granted, that the Laws of England were the b:f Laws 
in the world, that if the wiſeft menin the world hadbeess 
appointed to make Laws, they could have made nobetter 
and that if they had not been made, he would moſt wil- 
linglymake the ſame again, 

How lictle would be gained tothe people by denying 
him the Pourveyance, or Compoſitions for them, who 
hath a juſt, moſt antient, and l-gall right to thoſe their 
ſmall Retriburions, if he ſhould reſtrain. the birings 
and oppreſsion of their Markets and Merchandize, 
or by his removing his Reſidence and Courts of Ju-

And how unequal it would be, that thePeople ſhould
